NEW-YORKERS JEALOUS OF MR. GAGE. 


Wall Street Men Are Afraid He Will 
Get Extra Business for Sepsis aca 
if Secretary. 


New York, Jan. 27.—[(Special.}—Many of the 
big financiers in Wall street are dissatisfied 
with the suggestion of the name of Lyman 
J. Gage of Chicago for the Treasury port- 
folio. They have not been consulted in the 
selection of a candidate, though several went 
down into their pockets for campaign ex- 
penses. Among those whose names are as- 
sociated with this feeling on the street are 
J. Pierpont Morgan, J. Edward Simmons, 
and Henry W. Cannon. 

It is agreed in Wall street that if Mr. Gage 
is given the portfolio he will do nothing to 
curb speculation, which will be good for the 
street, but it is feared that he will use the 
department to the advantage of Chicago 
against New York. When the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, of which he is Pres- 
ident, was reorganized, Mr. Gage, who was 
then cashier, took the leading part in freez- 
ing out of New York stockholders. Since then 
Mr. Gage has become one of the best-known 
bankers in the country, and has obtained for 
the Firet National Bank of Chicago a great 
deal of business that formerly came to New 
York. Jealousies have resulted, and they 
will become keenér if Mr. Gage gocs into the 
Cabinet. 


COL. HAY CALLS ON MAJ. N'KINLEY.

Declares He Came in the Interests of 
Some One Else—Hanna Isn’t 
Worrying. - . 


Canton, O., Jan. 27.—Col. John Hay called 


out at once, for if the steamer remained fast 
long enough to become solidly frozen in it 
might be weeks before it would be free 
again. 

The Jay Gould, which had entered the ice 
three or four miles away, worked up dur- 
ing Tuesday until it was within a ship’s 
length of the City of Duluth. 


Fast in Ice and Mist. : 


The boats lay as if in the clouds, as tne 
wind swept in a solid bank of mist from the 
lake, At times the crews could not see 
across their boats, and although the whis- 
tles of tugs could be heard from the direc- 
tion of the shore nothing could be seen. Nor 
could the boats be seen from land, and their 
exact whereabouts was not known. It was 
believed they were in the ice somewhere 
and that was all. * 

Tuesday night was full of danger of being 
frozen in. The wind blew fresh from the 
northwest and all Lake Michigan was send- 
ing its ice to pile up around the two boats. 
They lay just within the ice field, where the 
heavy seas were broken by the floes. Offi: 
cers were constantly on watch, and ten 
times during the night they were compelled 
to move their steamers nearer the edge of 
the field to keep from being frozen in. 

When morning came soundings showed 
they had moved westward fully half a mile 
from the position they maintained the night 
before. Where they had been the ice was 
piled up from the bottom to the surface of 
the lake, and lay in hummocks twenty and 
thirty feet high. Had they been inside the 
field they would have been carried wherever 
wind or current listed until the pack broke 
up. One fine steamer—the Michigan—caught 
tub in an ice field several years ago was 
“nipped ”’ and sank to the bottom of the 
lake. 


Run fer Chicago. 
Considering the crab-like progress the 
steamers were making, the likelihood of get- 
ting into St. Joseph began to become re- 
mote. After twenty-four hours they were 
further from the harbor than when they 
entered the ice on Tuesday morning. Wit 
every indication that the wind would con- 
tine to blow from the northwest Capt.

BIG LOSS BY FIRE I CINCINNATI, 0. 


Goepper’s Extensive Malt House Is De- 
stroyed, With a Damage Ameount- 
ing to Over $300,000. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 28.—{Special.}—-The 
north section of Goeppers mailt house, a 
fivé-story building .extending from Com- 
merce to Second, between Race and Vine

MRS. FLOWER’S NEW SCHOOL BILL. 


Chief Points in the Proposed Compul- 
sory Education Measure She 
Has Prepared. 


Mrs. J. M. Flower, who has prepared a new 
compulsory education law, was before the 
Chicago Woman's club yesterday and pre- 
sented the chief points in her bill. The sub- 


ject was discussed, but no action was taken. 


It is the intention of Mrs. Flower to have it 
presented to the IIlinois Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and by that body to the 
Legislature, | 

The new law provides that every child 
shall attend school sixteen weeks during the 
year, twelve weeks of which time shall be 
consecutive, the time to begin with the be- 
ginning of the regular school year. It also 
provides that no private or parochial school 
shall be deemed a school within the meaning 
of the act unless the school files with the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, prior 
to Sept. 1 of each year, the course of study 
that shall be pursued during the ensuing 
year, the course to include all the elementary 
branches and the English language. 

The law also provides that if any child 
shall be found guilty in court of wiliful and 
persistent truancy it may be committed to a 
parental school.

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Tur New York Health Board has been 
vindicated in court in fits efforts to rid the city 
of unsamitary tenements. It has been work- 
ing for several months under the provisions 
of a law which permits the board to cause 
the removal of property that for any reason 
has become inimical to the health of the 
city.” The owners of some tenements which 
were threatened with destruction contested 
the authority of the board, and a referee 
has just decided in the board’s favor. Im- 
mediate attack is to be made on a group of 
rear tenements, structures built in the space 
between the rears of other tenements. It 
has been found that the death rate in these 
bulldings has been 45.87 against an average 
of 24 in the city. The action taken in New 
York is in line with similar action taken by 
many other large communities. There is 
great need for power of this kind to be con- 
ferred on the Health Board in Chicago. 
There are several districts in this city where 
people are crowded in buildings unfit for 
human habitation. The evil is growing 
Anmually. It must be checked before it be-

SETBACK FOR LIBEL REPEAL BILL. 
Representative Revell’s bill to repeal the 
libel law met its first serious obstruction in 


+ the House yesterday. The members began 
te shy at the measure, which contains no 
merit and is patently being pushed only in 

revenge for recent attacks on the ring of 


machine politicians. Revell hoped to rail- 


involve an alarming increase of crime by the 
inducements offered thieves to break into 
stores and houses, whereas the money in 
the. banks is in safe kepping, and is not ex- 
posed to loss except the bank is managed by 
a bad banker, which Mr. Gage has never 
been. Then again every man who had not 
money and wished to borrow from those 
who had would have to hunt them up at the 
cost of much labor, time, and expense by 
the employment of an attorney or middle- 
man. There is no doubt of the usefulness 
of banking institutions nor of the the use 
fulness of men who administer them after 
the manner of Mr. Gage. 

It is true that Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury generally have been lawyers of a polit- 
jeal turn of mind. There have been notable 
exceptions, like Gallatin and McCulloch, 
who were financiers. But there is no reason 
why a man trained in the science and prac- 
fice of finance should not be a Secretary 
of the Treasury. Gallatin was one of the 
best Secretaries the country ever had, and 
McCulloch was an excelent one. If the 
policy of the latter as to the retirement of 
the greenbacks had been carried out the 
country would have béen in better financial 
condition than it isnow. The pressing need 
of the country at present is for a man at the 
head of the Treasury who is skilled in 
finance. Mr. Gage is such a man. He is 
well versed in it practically and theoretic- 
ally. It has been his business for thirty 
years. He knows all its ins and outs. He 


claimed that there is much valuable prop- 
érty assessed at less than a tenth of its 
real value, it must be admitted that a great 
deal is assessed now on a one-fifth or one- 
sixth basis. 

It may be that the framers of the bill 
think there will be a higher assessed valua- 


tion because they believe more credits will 


be listed, and henee there will be more 
double taxation. It is stated that the bill 
“will enable owners of personal property 
to make returns to the Assessor,” which 
under the present law is impossible. 

It is safe to predict that no more credits 
will be listed under this bill than under the 
present law.

The Real Estate Board naturally takes 
an exalted view of the. value of Chicago 
realty. But were a fair valuation to be made 
teday, the figures would be so low as to 
surprise the board. On the basis of a one- 
tenth valuation the city would not be able 
to raise as much money as it does now.

CANNON’S 16 TO 1 SUBSTITUTE. 

Senator Cannon of Utah has offered a sub- 
stitute for Senator Wolcott’s bill regard- 
ing a bimetallic monetary conference. By 
this substitute the President is ordered to 
invite the leading commercial nations of the 
world to send representatives to a econfer- 
ence at Washington. The United States is 
to be represented at the conference by Com- 
missioners, who must urge the adoption of 
some plan for the free coinage of silver 
‘at a ratio somewhere between 15 to 1 and 
16 to 1. 

Should this substitute be adopted there 
will be no conference. It will be a waste of 
time for the President to invite commercial 
nations to send representatives here. Not 
one of them will accept the invitation to 
cross the ocean and discuss free coinage at 
the impossible ratio of 15 or 16 to 1. 

If this substitute were to be adopted and 
invitations sent out under it the United 
States would make itself supremely ridicu- 
lous. As long as thé actual commiercial 
ratio is 30 or 81 or 32 to 1 what commercial 
nation will send delegates to a 16 to 1 gath- 
ering? 5 

The great commercial nations of the earth 
have the gold standard. They intend to 
keep it because of its superior convenience 
and economy. Free coinage at the ratios 
specified by Senator Cannon, or any ratio 
except the commercial ratio, would substi- 
tute a depreciated, fluctuating silver stand- 
ard for the gold standard. All commercial 
nations know that; and would send no dele- 
gates to Cannon’s gathering. 

He is aware of that. So his substitute is 
offered in order that there may be no inter- 
national bimetaHie conference. He is op- 
posed to any use of silver on the basis of its 


bas studied it in books and practiced it in 
banks. If he should definitely accept the 
Treasury portfolio and go to Washington 
it will not be a week before he will be thor- 
oughly familiar with the system of adminis- 
tration. Nothing will be hidden from his 
sharp and intelligent scrutiny.

No man can 
be mentioned who is better equipped for the 
place m the Cabinet which has been in- 
formally tendered him. He is not a Wall 
street map. He has had nothing to do with 
Wall street. He never has been a stock 
broker, or a stock jobber, or a railroad spect- 
lator, or a speculator of any kind. His 
business has been of a different sort, relat- 
ing to the investment of the millions in- 
trusted to him in the moving of crops and in 
the development of the resources of the 
great West. It is for these reasons he 
should be made Secretary of the Treasury. 
The criticism of the Detroit Tribune is as 
gilly as it is puerile and unfounded.

The New York Sun suggests a supposi- 
tion which is pertinent to the relations of 
this country to Spain in the Cuban matter. 
It says: “If Canada were to arise in 
revolt against the British monarchy, as

She is the daughter of Onwansyshon, once 
the head chief of the Mohawk division of the 
Iroquois nation. 

Miss Johnson is an amiable appearing de- 
scendant of the American aborigines, and it 
takes a careful study of the square chin, 
high cheek bones, and dark hair to convince 
the casual observer that she really is of 
Indian etock, a genuine Mohawk woman, 
who can trace her ancestry among the chiefs 
of her people long before the colonial wars.

DARNING MADE EASY AND A DELIGHT. 


Simple Machine Which Enables Even 
a Bachelor to Do as Neat 
Work asa Woman. 


The department stores have a new attrac- 
tion. Demonstrators are trying to prove 
that darning is a pleasure and a joy. They 
are succeeding. They have a little nickeled 
machine, which they claim does the work 
in one-twentieth of the time occupied in the 
old way. It not only makes darning easy 
and rapid, but an actual delight, a special 
boon to bachelors. It saves time, saves eye- 
sight—as there is no more weaving back and 


WEAVING, 


forth with the black threads that makes 
one’s head swim—no more eyeaciics and no 
more headaches. 

It is an ornamental affair and so simple 
that children can do the darning, and it 
proves such a pleasure that they tease to do 
that which the mother has always found te 
be the greatest drudgery in the old way. 

The table of the machine fits right down 
into the toe, and the upper side of the toe 
is done first, and then it is turned around 
and the under side is joined as neatly as the 
machine seam in a new stocking. The heel- 
ing is neat and fits—which is more than can 
be said of any hole ever darned entirely by 
hand—and does not lump or bulge. 

While the most practical and popular part 
of this little machine’s accomplishments is 
the darning of stockings—making that big 
weekly basket less of a bugbear, darning 
silk, cotton, or wool equally weil-dt will 
mend all kinds of underwear, napkins, table 
linen, and, in fact, anything. One no longer 
has to be an expert needle worker to mend 
lace curtains.and other fine fabrics. 

Fancy work with filling silk, thread, end 
ribbon is prettily done with the aid of this 
machime and is more accurate than any- 
thing cone entirely by hand. 

The work of sliding the little table under 
the place to be mended and (fitting the 
prongs over it takes but a second, threading 
the prongs another second, then the pressure 
of the left thumb moves the threaded prongs 
of one end up or down, and the threaded 
needie can be passed between the upper and 
lower threads like the shuttle of a weaving 
machine, taking twenty stitches in the same 
time it took to take one in the old way, and 
requiring no strain of the eyes whatever, 
while another pressure of the left thumb 
does the weaving, bringing the lower 
threads and the upper threads down, and 
the needle is passed through again, the only 
stitches in the goods being on each side to 
catch the darn down to the goods. 
hing machine is adjustable to any size of 
hole. 

If the fabric being mended is striped in 
wider threads either way, the stripes can 
be matched by keeping the machine adjusted 
one way until the proper width is filled in, 
putting as many threads through at a time 
as desired before allowing the machine to 
weave. This is nice for coarse linens or 
striped stockings.

AMONG THE NEW BUOKS. 


BISHOP M’LAREN’S ATTACK ON THE 
MODERN GOSPEL OF WORK. 


His Book Is a Piea for “ The Practice 
of the Interior Life More Medita- 
tion and Less Work Is the One 
Thing Nepdtful—Ideas Which Run 
Counter to the Practical Chicago 
Spirit — Dr. Lorimer’s Book of 
Whelesome Advice to the Young. 


ARD times seem to 
stimulate rather 
than curtail the out- 
put of religious 
books. Theactivity 
is especially notice- 
able this winter 
among the Chicago 
divines. The latest 

‘to join the ranks of 
authorship is the 
Rt.-Rev. William E. 
McLaren, Episcopal 
Bishop of Chicago. 
He has just pub- 
lished a book on 
“ The Practice of the 
Interior Life,” through the Young Church- 
man company of Milwaukee. The unregen- 
erate will learn with a smile that the aim of 
the Bishop’s book is to urge the business 
world to be less busy. 

Bishop MeLaren has taken Mary and 
Martha as his texts, and devotes his book to 
alternately condemning the offensive indus- 
try of Martha and to praising the thought- 
ful idleness of Mary. Making these the 
types of two classes of modern Christians he 
proceeds to score what he calls the dom- 
inating externalism in religion that inspires 
the individual heart with a delusive peace.” 

Apparently the characteristic of the Christian 
of the day is satisfaction with himgelf. He has 
responded to the call to be ever doing something 
practical, and he feels himself justified im reach- 
ing comfortable conclusions with regard to his 
soul’s state. Zeal is the new cloak which covers 
the multitude of sins. The church of today needs 
the prayers of men who devote themselves to 
prayer more than the labors of men who devote 
themselves to labor. 

In seeking for the cause of this sin of ex- 
teriority‘ and of practicality, which the 
Bishop thinks is the besetting sin of the age, 
he finds an indictment to this effect: 

This extreme partiality for external service is 
due to a reaction from the abnormal subjectivity 
of the modern Protestant movement. The 
pendulum has swung from pious but stilted emo- 
tionalism to external activity as the badge and 
test of discipleship. Instead of the old inquiry, 
What are my feelings? the question is, What am 1 
doing? Zeal substitutes its busy fingers for the 
clasped hands of worship. 

The good Bishop bewalls this Martha-like 
activity in charities and in the practical 
work of office and household. He would 
have more of the “ clasped hands of wor- 
Ship.“ He extols the Oriental habits of 
meditation. He does not exactly say that 
he. would prefer the fakir’s power to concen- 
trate his thoughts on his navel for twenty- 
four hours to the work of the man or woman 
who flits about trying to make the family 
comfortable or to keep neighbors from 
starving. But that is the drift of his argu- 
ment. The destitute who have been re- 
lieved by Chicago charities will not agree 
with the Bishop’s animadversions against 
Martha. Neither will the weil-to-do fami- 
lies which have been kept comfortable in 
these times by the redoubled activities of 
husband and wife be likely to indorse all 
that the Bishop says on this point. 

Bishop McLaren’s book is an eloquent ap- 
peal for a return to the ideas of the old 
school which in by gone ages produced 
those devout men whom Prof. Swing once 
forcibly characterized as meditating their 
lives away in caves while their women did 
all the work. Pious meditation on the soul’s 
salvation seems to him the chief end of life. 
Hence the present age is drifting upon the 
rocks. Never was there finer seaman- 
ship, but the compass seems to be broken and 
the pole star eclipsed.” Believing that 
there may be self-made men but no self- 
made saints,” the author naturally raises 
his voice to call the world back from its 
present practical advancement. | 

The, book will appeal strongly to pious nat- 
ures of the mystical-meditative sort, but it 
will not come within touching distance of the 
modern spirit or know all and do all.” Its 
very plea against reading infidel argu- 
ments whose fallacies you are unfitted by 
education or ability to detect” is merely 
the outworn plea for the cloister. Yet the 
spirit of the Bishop’s book is genial and 
kindly, and within certain limits it cannot 
fail to do good.

Dr. Lorimer has some sound words for the 
“stripling boys and thoughtless i who 
have recently made a profession of religion 
and.who, equipped with a soft-back Bible 
and unmeasured assurance, rebuke and as- 
sail their elders.“ He says such precocious 
exhortations rarely benefit angbody, and 
usually harm the callow amateurs them- 
selves. Especially does he q@ndemn the 
sending of Salvation Army lagsies into sa- 
loons to sell the War Cry. Dr. Lorimer also 
believes that the sin of living beyond our 
means has extended to the ¢thurches, and 
that when they triumphantly point to their 
2,000,000 heathen converts and conveniently 
overlook the 190,000,000 ircrease in heathen 
populations, they are falling into the pre- 
vailing sin of trying to seem more than they 
are. The book is full of sound and honest 
thought.

A half light 
is often desirable, but unobtainable where 
only electric light is supplied, and one must 
resort to a lamp. For that reason gas is 
still used in hospitals and many homes 
where variation is especially required. 

The improvement consists in a machine 
which offers a resistance to the force of the 
electric current, which may be ted 
to suit, and can be attached to one light or 
to many. The cut shows the single regulat- 
or, which can be boxed handsomely on the 
wall, or set into the wall with a door.

PRESIDENT ELIOT TOUCHES ATHLETICS. 


Harvard’s Presiding Officer Makes His 
Annual Report to the Cor- 
poration. 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 27.—[(Special.J— 
President Eliot’s annual report to the gor- 
poration was given out this afternoon, Con- 
trary to expectations he has a few sweep- 
ing reforms to recommend. He pays his re- 
spects to Harvard athletics as follows: 

“ The conduct of intercollegiate sports dur- 
ing the year proved afresh that the manage- 
ment of these sports at Harvard has been 
for some years unintelligent, and for that 
reason unsuccessful. Theevils of overtrain- 
ing and excessive exertion on the part of 
the members of the principal teams were 
exhibited in high degree. A fundamental 
defect in the athletic organization has 
been that coaches of limited experience, who 
may be either unobservant or obtuse, can 
override on the spot the advice of the train- 
er and physicians. The result is that the 
principal players of football are almost more 
or léss injured early in the season and are 
then brought to the principal games in a 
crippled or exhausted condition, while the 
crew comes to the final race less capable 
of endurance than they were a month earlier. 

„The remedies are the subordination of 
coaches to an expert in training or to a 


medical adviser and the general adoption of | 


more reasonable views about all training 
far athletic sports. It must be perceived and 
admitted that training which goes beyond 
pleasurable strenuous exercise is worse than 
useless, and that so-called sports which re- 
quire a dull and dreaded routine of hard- 
ship and suffering in preparation for a few 
exciting crises are not worth what they 
cost. They pervert-even courage and self- 
sacrifice, because these high qualities are 
exercised to no adequate end.” 

The President, as usual, asks for more 
funds for new buildings, and declares that 
Harvard could well use the income of $10,- 
000,000 more of endowment fund. The 
amount of gifts to thé university in 1808-90 
was $248,791.05. The library and the muse- 
ums of camparative zodlogy and American 
archeology and ethnology greatly need in- 
creased accommodations. The requirements 
rör admisslon to the various graduate de- 
partments are being raised gradually, and 
the general condition of the university is

O'Malley sat during the entire day close 
under the Judge's bench, as far from his 
fellow prisoner as he could get and separated 
from him by Attorneys Forrest and Rosen- 
thal, He showed the effects of anxiety, look- 
ing nervous, haggard, and worn. He gazed 
straight ahead, and paid little attention to 
the proceedings. 

Santry looked contented and careless. He 
had little to say to his attorneys and did not 
seem to be disappointed at Judge Tuley’s de- 
cision. 

Santry’s wife and children were in court. 
Police Inspector Schaack occupied 4 seat 
near Assistant State’s-Attorney Pearson, 
who, with State’s-Attorney Deneen, is con- 
ducting the prosecution. 

When the case was called Santry sprung 
his-motion to be discharged on the ground he 
had not been given that speedy trial to which 
he is entitled under the law and constitution. 
Five reasons were given, but they all 
amounted to ore—that Santry was entitled to 
be tried as soon as the evidence against him 
could be collected, and especially before the 
expiration of two terms of court after the 
commission of the crime, and that his trial 
had been purposely deferred so he could be 
placed on trial with O'Malley. 


Motion to Dismiss Argued. 

Santry’s motion was sustained by af- 
fidavits of himself and his attorneys and ex- 
State’s-Attorhey Kern. Counter affidavits 
of Inspector Schaack and Attarneys Deneen 
and Parsons were filed. Santry’s attorneys 
also had read Criminal Court records to show 
that other cases, placed on the calendars 
after his, had been tried before his. 

Attorney Hartnett’s argument consumed 
all the forenoon. He argued the passage of 
the act giving the State four terms in which 
to bring a case to trial could not abridge the 
rights of Santry, who was alleged to have 
committed the murder of Gustav Colliander 
on Nov. 6, 1884, while the law went into 
operation in July, 1895. 

State’s-Attomey Deneen argued the right 
to a speedy trial did not concern any except 
prisoners in jail, did not abridge any right of 
Santry, and was not to be regarded as an ex 
post facto law in the meaning of the constitu- 
tion. He further made the point, the delay 
to the Nevember term was made on the 
motion of Santry. 

Judge Decides Promptly. 

Judge Tuley made his decision without de- 
lay or hesitation. He said be found no 
authority, for the defendant’s position. Con- 
tinuing, he said: - 

I do not know precisely upon what ground 
it is argued. The record will show that two 
terms have elapsed, dufing which the 
prisoner must be tried. By agreement the 
case was to have deen tried during the 
November term. November cannot be 
counted for the prisoner. It is shown why 


the trial did not take place when the case was 
called on Dec. 5, the last day of the November 


term. It is not shown the time of the court 
was not fully occupied, and the fair pre- 
sumption is it was. The case came by change 
of venue to this court at 3 p. m., when did 
not have a jury, and it seems to be admitted 
this court acted properly in continuing the 
case then. It seems to me that ends the mat- 
ter.

WILL COMBINE VL“ ROADS | 


PLANS FOR A CONTROLLING SYNDIC- 
ATE ARE PROGRESSING. 


1 


Eastern Capitalists Said to Have in 
Gorntemplation a Coalition with 
Charles T. Yerkes to Combine 411 
Elevated Roads and the Union Loop 
Into a Great Traction Company— 
New Alley Company May Elect a 
President Today. 


Leslie Carter, the representative of the 
first mortgage bondholders’ committee of 
the Alley L.“ who with George E. Adams 
bought in the road at the court sale, is in 
New York. It is said he is there on business 
connected with the Alley L.,“ and that out 
of the negotiations now pending the Alley 
“LL” may pass into the possession of a new 
syndicate which will control all of the ele- 
vated roads in Chicago. There is nothing 
new in the story that the elevated roads in 
Chicago are to be combined with the Union 
Loop into a great traction company. Word 
was received in Chicago yesterday, however, 
which indicated the plan for the control of 
this property is well along toward comple- 
tion, and it will be a surprise to some in Chi- 
cago if within the next four weeks definite 
announcement is not made of the carrying 
through of the plan. 1 

The Metropolitan Elevated, the Lake 
Street Elevated, the Northwestern Elevated, 
and the Union Loop are likely to be com- 
bined, even if the Alley L“ is not made a 
part of the great enterprise. Charles T. 
Yerkes will be in the new company if it is 
formed, and he will have the active control 
of the property, though it is claimed a ma- 
jority of the stock will be held in the Hast. 
A large amount of the securities of the 
various companies which are to constitute 
the proposed new corporation are now held 
in New York, Boston, and other Eastern 
cities, and a considerable block of Metropoli- 
tan securities is held in London, Mr. Yerkes 
is said to, have parted with a considerable 
amount of Union Loop stock. The Union 
Loop company is practically in control of the 
Lake Streét Elevated, at least for a term of 
ten years. 

Keeps Control of Lake Street “L. “ 

When Mr. Yerkes offered to Columbia Con- 
struction stoekholders trust securities of 
the Lake Street Elevated it was stipulated 
the stock represented in the certificates 
should be held by the trustees for a period of 
ten years unless 80 per cent of the holders 


should decide to bring the trust agreement 


to an end. There was required to be held 
therefore 21 per cent of the trust securities 
in order to secure the agreement from being 
broken. As a matter of fact Mr. Yerkes did 
not gell even the full 79 per cent which could 
have been sold without endangering the life 
of the agreement. Some of the stockholders 
in the Columbia Construction company did 
not accept the offer to buy the certificates 
at18.00andinterest. The stock that was left 
in Mr. Yerkes’ hands has since passed into 
the control of the Union Loop company. 

The Metropolitan Elevated is in the hands 
of a receiver, and a plan of reorganization 
is now being prepared It is believed there 
will be no time in the future when it will be 
as easy to obtain control of this road as at 
the present. R. Somers Hayes, President of 
the West Side Construction company, and his 
associates absolutely control the property. 


It is believed by some who are interested 
that they have already become parties to the 


proposed syndicate for the control ot the 
elevated roads, and that the receivership was 
a part of the scheme put in ‘operation to 
make its formation easy. 

A bonus of $1,250,000, or 25 per cent of the 
total issue of the stock of the Union Loop, 
went to the West Side Construction stock- 
holders. This gives Mr. Hayes and his as- 
sociates a peculiar interest in the affairs of 
both Metropolitan and Union Loop, and they 
are anxious to have both corporations suc- 
cessful from a financial standpoint. 

The Columbia Construction company has 
spent $5,000,000 and more upon its right of 
way and the structure now up. The com- 
pany is out of money, however, and it will re- 
quire not less than $3,000,000 to put the road 
in running order. Some of the Columbia 
Construction stockholders are not pleased 
with the outlook, and it is said they would 
be willing to give up their interest in the 
Northwestern Elevated, which the Columbia 
Construction company is building, if they 
could do so without loss to themselves. The 
formation of a syndicate to control all the 
roads would include in the object of its 
formation the securing of all money needed 
to complete the Northwestern. All of the 
plans are not completed, andi it is possible 
something may turn up even now to cause 
an end to be put to all negotiations.

A prominent broker said 
yesterday: I have executed in the last two 
Weeks more than twice as many orders for 
New York stocks as I have ever transacted 
in a similar length of time. At the same 
time our house has practically done noth- 
ing in the way of local securities since the 
reopening of the exchange. I believe some 
of the dullness in local stocks is due to the 
opposition of the members of the exchange 
to account trading with forced substitution.

Te Fight the Drainage Bill. 

The Revenue committee was instructed to 
take charge of the opposition to the bill of 
the Drainage Board and use every influence 
to defeat it. 

Calling attention in their report to the 
necessity for completing the canal at the 
earliest possible date, the Revenue commit- 
tee believes the application to the Legisla-

STANDS READY FOR A COMPROMISE. 


Sanitary District Committee on Eu- 
gineering Adopts the Bankers“ 
Recommendation. 


The Sanitary District Committee on Engli- 
neering, sitting as a Committee of the whole 
Board of Trustees, will today decide on the 
form of legislation to be presented the Gen- 
éral Assembly as a means of increasing the 
district's powers of taxation. This was the 
substance of a resolution adopted yesterday, 
in which it is provided that the Legislative 
committee be {nstructed to accept and follow 
the conclusions reached by the Engineering 
committee, and that the latter be guided by 
the views of the Chicago bankers with whom 
the trustees have recently been in confer- 
ence. 

A message from President Kelly, trans- 
mitting a report of the Chicago bankers who, 
at the invitation of the trustees, attended 
several conferences for the purpose of de- 
vising legislation to increase powers of tax- 
ation, was the first document read at a meet- 
ing of the trustees yesterday. The report 
which it transmitted was published in THE 
TRIBUNB. 

Compromise Agreed Upon. 

It is a compromise between two proposed 
legislative measures and cuts the sum 
claimed by the majority trustees report as 
being needful tg complete the canal from 
$3,685,648 down $2,400,000. The minority 
report claimed the work could be done for 
$1,396,191 in addition to the money already 
in sight. The bankers recommend securing 
from the General Assembly authority to 
levy a tax of one-half of 1 per cem per 
annum for a period of two years in excess 
of the levy now authorized. 

President Kelly’s Message. 

Following is the text of President Kelly's 


message: 
„In connection with the securing of the 


+ proposed legislation by the Illinois «Legis- 


lature giving the district increased powers 
of taxation for the years following 1897, the 
necessity for which was discussed by the 
board acting upon the majority and minority 
reports of the Finance committee regarding 
the resources of the district, I desire to state 
to your honorable body that fallowing the 
action of the board and deeming it wise to 
secure the best light on the subject possible, 
I invited various leading bankers and recog- 
nized local authorities in matters of finance 
in conference with the trustees to consider a 
presentation and discussion of the views of 
the several trustees on the subject; that pur- 
suant to such invitation the Hons. Byron L. 
Smith, Lyman J. Gage, John J. Mitchell, 
Chauncey J. Blair, and E. G. Keith attended 
several conferences with the trustees and 
considered the several reports and a thor- 
ough discussion was had of the matters 
‘therein contained, and, after spending con- 
siderable time and giving the matter most 
careful considération, the gentlemen named 
have rendered an opinion which I have the 
honor to present herewith and ask that the 
same receive your consideration. 
Asks for Only Needed Aid. 


“Inasmuch as the adoption of the ma- 
jority report by the board at a former meet- 
ing carried with it the inauguration of a 
policy of petioning the General Assembly 
to pass an act authorizing the district to 
levy taxes to an amount larger than recom- 
mended by the opinion of the said gentle- 
men, and, as such is in the nature of a com- 
promise between the ideas of the majority 
and minority of the trustees, and knowing 
that the trustees are desirous of securing by 
way of taxation only such sums as are abso- 
lutely mecessary on a basis that will require 
the least expenditure for the completion of 
the great work of the district, I desire to 
suggest and recommend that only such leg- 
islation be asked for as is absolutely neces- 
sary, and that the high standing and char- 
acter of the gentlemen who have made the 
report and opinion herewith transmitted 
justifies the trustees in accepting their de- 
cision as expressing the necessities of the 
district, and that individual trustees can af- 
ord to sacrifice some of their individual 
opinion for the sake of securing united har- 
monious action; that the cost of the work 
in the future and the amount of resistance 
which different difficulties to be surmounted 
will offer are so conjectural that there is op- 
portunity for honest, wide, difference of 
opinion, but if the trustees act upon the 
best information and judgment obtainable 
the people to whom they are accountable will 
approve their action, and not charge to bad 
judgment or evil motive and failure of future 
events to sustain the present position of any 
trustee.“ 

Trustee Jones’ Resolution. 


After the reading of this message Trustee 
Jones offered the following resolution, which 
was adopted: 

„ Ordered, That the President's communi- 
cation, with the accompanying report, be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Kngineering, sit- 
ting as the committee of the whole board, 
with power to act, and that the Legislative 
committee be instructed to accept and follow 
the conclusions of that committee in the leg- 
islation to be presented to the General 
Assembly.“ 

Clerk Reddick read a report announcing 
the delivery of the sixth issue of Sanitary 
District bonds to Treasurer Blount on Jan. 
21. This delivery completes the issue of 
$800,000 4% per cent bonds. 

The conditions on Section F., for which 
Weir & McKechney are contractors, were 
the basis of several voluminous reports. 
Nearly $13,000 was found to be due laborers, 
for which sum it was recommended warrants 
be drawn and charged against the contract- 
ors’ accounts. 

The annual report of the Law Department 
recommended the employment of the full 
working force provided by law, and that 
authority be given to employ such additional 
counsel in important suits as may be neces- 
sary to guard the legal rights of the district. 
It also recommended that sults of contract- 
ors be vigorously contested by the district. 


CRAWFORD RECRIVES DRAINAGE BILLS 


Measures Prepared by Chicago Trus- 
tees to Be Introduced as Soon as 
the Senate Looks Them Over. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 27.—A batch of four 
bills prepared under the direction of the 
Drainage Trustees in Chicago was received 
by Senator Crawford today. It is his inten- 
tion to introduce these bills as soon as he 
has had time to carefully look them over. 
They are all amendments to the sanitary dis- 
trict act which was passed by the Legisla- 
ture in 1889. 

One of the amendments provides that the 
tax of 1% per cent may levied until the 
close of the year 1899, instead of 1897, as the 
law now stands. Another of the bills is an 
amendment to Sec. 7, which is intended to 
prevent any persons or corporations from 
acquiring exclusive right to the use of the 
water power which will be created by the 
abrupt fall in the channel near Joliet. It is 
said that this fall will produce power enough 
to furnish electric light and motive power to 
all the cities and manufactories in Northern 
Illinois. As amended the section will read 
as follows:

the same manner as is above provided for 
acquiring private property, and may enter 
upon, use, widen, deepen, and improve any 
navigable or other waters, Waterwuys, canal, 
or lake: provided, the public use thereof 
shall not be unnecessarily interrupted or 
interfered with, and that the same shall 
be restored to its former usefulness as soon 
as practicable; provided, however, that no 
such district shall occupy any portion of the 
Iilinols and Michigan Canal for the site of 
any such improvements or for the channel 
of said district except in such way as not 
to impair the usefulness of said canal, or to 
the injury of the right of the State therein; 
and provided, further, that no district shall 
be required to make any compensation for 
said use and occupancy.”’ 

The latter part of Sec. 23 is amended so as 
to read as follows: 

“The district constructing a channel to 
carfy water from Lake Michigan of any 
amount authorized by this act may correct, 
modify, and remove obstructions in the Des- 
plaines and Illinois Rivers wherever it shall 
be necessary so to do, to prevent overflow 
or damage along said rivers, and shall re- 
move the dams at Henry and Copperas Creek 
in the Illinois River before any water shall 
be turned into the said channel. And the 
Canal Commissioners, if they shall find at 
any time that an additional supply of water 
has been added to either of said rivers by 
any drainage district or districts to maintain 
a depth of not less than six feet from any 
dam owned by the State to and into the 
first lock of the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
at La Salle, without the aid of any such dam 
at low water, then it shall be the duty of 
said Canal Commissioners to cause such 
dam or dams to be removed. This act shall 
not be construed to authorize the injury or 
destruction of private existing water power 
rights by the Canal Commissioners without 
just compensation.“ 

The only change in this section is in the 
last sentence. Originally it read as follows: 

“This act shall not be construed to au- 
1 the injury of existing water power 

hits.“ 


CURRENT NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


Oregon Short Line Likely te Stay in 
the Union Pacific System—Rumored 
Plans of the Vanderbilts. 


* 

Indicatſons are that the Union Pacific will 
not lose control of the Oregon Short Line, 
which has heretofore afforded it an outlet to 
Portland, Ore., and the North Pacific coast. 
The syndicate which bought the Oregon 
Short Line and Utah Northern at the fore- 
closure sale last week is said to be com- 
posed of the same parties who have arranged 
with the United States Government for the 
purchase of the Union Pacific. The Vander- 
bilts are known to be the power behind these 
syndicates, and after having secured full 
control of the Union Pacific they will no 
doubt proceed fo put back the Oregon Short 
Line into the Union Pacific system. 

That such is the intention is indicated by 
a report sent out from Omaha that the Union 
Pacific receivers have authorized a contract 
for ties for the Oregon Short Line amount- 
ing to $100,000. This is construed to mean 
that the Union Pacific people still consider 
the Oregon Short Line an integral part of 
their system. 

Not only do the Vanderbilts mean to con- 
trol a through: line from New York to the 
North Pacific coast over the Oregon Short 
Line, but they also propose to have a 
through line over the Union Pacific to Los 
Angeles. The Utah Southern, which is a 
part of the Oregon Short Line system, runs 
south from Salt Lake City, and this road is 
to be extended to Los Angeles as soon as pos- 
session of the Union Pacific has been ob- 
tained. Surveys for this extension have 
already been made. 

It is now believed that the Vanderbilts will 
make no effort to secure control of the Cent- 
ral Pacific. The Southern Pacific manage- 
ment is understood to be anxious to main- 
tain control of the Central Pacific and an 
understanding is said to have been reached 
between the Vanderbilts and the Southern 
Pacific magnates whereby the latter agree 
not to interfere with the former’s plan to 
secure control of the Union Pacific on con- 
dition that the Vanderbilts keep their hands 
off the Central. 


CHARLESTON-CHICAGO ROAD REVIVED. ° 


Old Litigation Ended—New Parties Are 
likely to Take Hold and Com- 
plete the Proposed Line. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 27.—{Special.]—It is 
learned here that the lengthy litigation 
over the Charleston, Cincinnati, and Chicago 
railroad which has been in the courts of 
Southern cities for a long time is about end- 
ed. Since the failure of the undertaking be- 
gan in 1889 to construct a line from Charles- 
ton, S. C., to Chicage the matters connected 
with the enterprise have been involved. The 
final disposition of the celebrated. cause is 
now being made in the Chancery Court of 
Jonesboro, Tenn. There have been judg- 
ments and decrees entered in favor of vari- 
ous parties aggregating about $2,000,000 
while the assets wherewith to satisfy them 
have not, it is said, produced over $300,000. 
There has been repeated talk of reviving 
the undertaking to complete the proposed 
connections, which, if carried out, would 
make one of the most important lines of 
railway in the United States. The route as 
surveyed penetrates some of the richest ore 
and coal deposits, and some of the finest 
undeveloped timber landsin America. Forty 
‘miles of the road have.been built in Tennes- 
see and a part of this is being operated. 
The route has been graded through the 
Virginia coal fields and almost to the Ohio 


River. 
Copening Brothers of Chicago have just 
begun work on a fourteen-mile extension 


of the East Tennessee and Western * 


Carolina railroad with a force of 200 men. 
This extension is from Cranberry to Lin- 
ville, N. C., and penetrates a valuable white 
pine section, which is to be devebped by a 
Chicago lumber company. 


MILWAUKEE AND ST. PAUL EARNINGS. 


Figures for December Show an Im- 
provement, but a Much Heavier In- 
crease Is Deemed Imperative. 


Milwaukee and St. Paul earnings for De- 
cember, 1806, were an improvement over 
those of the previous month. Considerable 
improvement in earnings is necessary, how- 
ever, for the next six months if there fs not 
to be a large deficit at the end of the fiscal 
year. During the last six months the road 
has suffered a decrease in net earnings of 
$1,117,718. To wipe out this shortage the 
company’s net earnings must. increase $20,- 
000 each month from Jan. 1 until the end of 
next June. The net increase in December 
amounted to only $4,148.

‘BOARD GETS THE DEED. 


STINSON TRACT NOW BELONGS TO 
THE SOUTH PARK GROUNDS. 


Last Piece of Property in the System 
Title to Which Has Been in Serious 
Controversy—Consideration Is $41,- 
000 fer Seven and a Halt Acres— 
settlement Effected Chiefy by 
President Ellaworth and Gongress- 
man Mann, Attorney for Owner. 


deed from James Stinsen to the South Park 
Commissioners conveying to the latter the 
locality in Jackson Park where the German 
Building stands. The consideration paid by 
the Park Commissioners for the deed was 
$41,000. The transaction was a settlement 
of one of the most protracted pieces of liti- 
gation ever known in this county. 

The South Park Commissioners took pos- 
session of the property in question—about 
seven and one-half acres in Jackson Park— 
in 1870, and commenced condemnation pro- 
ceedings at the same time. These proceed- 
ings were pending when the records were 
destroyed by the Chicago fire in 1871, and 
after the fire new proceedings were begun 
for condemnation. 3 

As long ago as 1880 Mr. Stinson filed a bill 
in chancery to compel the Park Commission- 
ers to pay him for the value of the ground. 
In a settlement yesterday a stipulation was 
made between counsel for Stinson and the 
park board to dismiss that suit, which has 
been pending for the last sixteen years. 

How Settlement Was Effected. 

As to about one-half of the seven and one- 
half acres in controversy, the Park Com- 
missioners claimed for a long time they had 
acquired title through a Sheriff's deed on a 
judgment against the person who sold to 
Stinson in 1867; but as to the other one-half 
of the property, it has always been con- 
ceded that Stinson was the owner. Some 
time ago Judge Brentano decided that the 
South Park Commissioners had no title to 
any of the property. The settlement was 
brought about largely by President Ells 
worth and Congressman Mann, as attorney 
for the Park Board. j 

Mr. Mann made a thorough examination 
of the whole controversy, and with Mr. 
Elisworth negotiated a settlement which is 
considered exceedingly favorable to the Park 
Board. The price now paid for the property 
is between $5,000 and $6,000 an acre, although 
Mr. Stinson claimed it is now worth not less 
than $50,000 an acre. 

The matter has been up before the Park 
Commissioners a number of times recently, 
and Attorney Mann, representing the Park 
Commissioners, and Judge Dent and W. L. 
Fisher, representing Mr. Stinson, have been 
negotiating for the settlement, which was 
finally perfected. This was the last piece of 
property located in the South Park system, 
title to which has been in serious contro- 
versy. 

To Improve Jackson Street. 

Proceedings were begun yesterday in the 
Circuit Court to confirm. the assessment 
levied by the South Park Commissioners for 
the improvement of Jackson street from 
Michigan avenue to theriver. The improve- 
ment contemplated is to transform the street 
into a boulevard. The street is to be paved 
with asphalt at an estimated cost of $166,029, 
which the board considers reasonable. 

General Superintendent Foster of the 
South Park system and Secretary E. G. 
Shumway yesterday opened bids for the 
material and labor required for the steam 
heat piping ef the new Washington Park 
Conservatory at Cottage Grove avenue and 
Fifty-sixth street. J. H. Roche was the 
lowest bidder and received the contract at 
$4,779. The new conservatory is to cost

He sees 
in the old home paper published back in the 
Vermont Hillis pieces that show that the 
editor there thinks this State has gone to 
the “demnition bow wows,” and it hurts. 
He gets letters from the cousins and brothers 
outside of its boundaries, and they are dis- 
quieting with their suggestions that he sell 
all he has and come into some such civilized 
community as Arkansas or South Carolina. 
He wonders how such an idea can have got 
abroad. His first impulse is to blame the 
Republican paper in his own town, and he 
goes and orders the editor to stop it. This 
does not stop the letters, and it is not likely 
to have much influence on the remarks of 
the Eastern press, which gets its news from 
the official acts of the Populists themselves. 

The present Legislature, for instance, is 
far above the average of the Populist 
branches of the last two sessions. But they 
are allowed to encourage the bringing in of 
bills that are the laughing stock of the State, 
and the news goes out that Kansas is willin 
to adopt the easures that are ——. 
For instance, there is Senator Campbell of 
Oswego, who has a bill to make money more 
plentiful in the State. He wants the Govern- 
or to issue a kind of scrip payable in ten 
years, and sell it to che banks to get money 
to run the State on. This is to be in small 
denominations, and is to draw interest at 
the rate of 1 per cent. The redemption is 
to be by means of a special issue for a sink- 
ing fund for ten years. It will not pass, 
but it serves to make the State appear like 
a fool in the eyes of the world. If the Po 
ulist party had a few guardians who could 
stop these things before they got to the pub- 
lic it would be the best recommendation it 
could have. 

Many of the Populists, too, are willing to 
be advised, which was not the case with 
their predecessors among the party’s legis- 
lators. For example, the pass matter, which 
was in all the platforms, is not being pushed. 
The Judges, who were the mast eager in 
the ante-campaign promises, are riding on 
passes as they go to and from court. They 
find that it will not interfere with their con- 
sciences as much as they thought it would. 

Kansas has taken too much from the 
Populists to have any doubt of the party re- 
sponsible for the bad-name of the State. It 
will not be rea@y to join in any denunciation 
on the date fixed by the Leedy combination. 
If there is any denunciation going on it 
will be because there are those in the State 
who are anxious to excuse their part in the 
work of the past. On Kansas day there will 
be some ansthemas hurled toward the.ris- 
ing sun. They will come from the hot mouths 
of men who have never seen the East, and 
who want to stir up the angry breasts of the 
populace to get into office again, but they 
will not come from the hearts of the people 
of Kansas, for Kansas does not as a whole 
think that way. 9

[NO SIGN OF VAN CLEAVE. 


CITY CLERK FAILS TO APPEAR AT 
WIS OFFICE, AS ANNOUNCED. 


At His Home It Is Said He Will Stay ia 
Springfield Probably Till Saturday 
-—One City Hall Rumor That He Is 


Seeking Gov. Tanner’s Influence—'| 


Another That He Despises the Pro- 
posed Investigation—Mayor Swift 
Defers Action. : . 


J. R. B. Van Cleave apparently has 
changed his mind regarding the necessity of 
putting in an early appearance here, for he 


failed to show up yesterday in accordance | 


with the announcement given out at the 
City Clerk’s office the day before. At his 
home it was said that Mrs. Van Cleave had 
left for Springfield at noon and that Mr. 
Van Cleave probably would not return here 
before Saturday. 

Just why he changed his mind no one 
about the clerk’s office seemed to know, or, 
if any did, they maintained a discreet silence 
in the matter. It was the subject of con- 
siderable gossip about the City Hall, how- 
ever, and various theories were advanced 
in explanation of. it. 

One suggestion was that Mr. Van Cleave 
was trying to induce Gov. Tanner to use 
his influence in his behalf in the belief that 
the Executive could remove some of the 
thorns which so thickly strew the pathway 
of the City Clerk, and that, pending results 
in this direction, he had concluded it was 
the part of discretion for him to emulate the 
example of Brer Rabbit and lay low.“ 


Another suggestlon was that he held the 


proposed Council investigation in supreme 
contempt, and it was pointed out that his 
frionds did not hesitate to laugh at the sug- 
gestion that it ever would result in doing 
any injury to Mr. Van Cleave. ; 

“It will amount to nothing,” they 
“and there is no reason why Van sh 
worry himself over the matter and return 
de, sooner than he intended on account of 
that.“ 

It is, nevertheless, a fact that they are in- 
dustriously laboring to create sentiment in 
his hehalf, declaring that he is the victim of 
disgruntled politicians and others whe-envy 
him because of the close relations which he 
sustains with Gov. Tanner. 

It is probable that Mayor Swift will not 
name the Committce of Investigation before 
next week. He said yesterday that he had 
thus far given the matter no consideration. 

I have not definitely decided just when 
I will take the matter up,” he said, but I 
think I will wait until after Mr. Wetherell’s 
return, which will be on Saturday. I think 
perhaps that I will ask from him a state- 
ment regarding what moneys Van Cleave 
has paid in and get some definite data on 
which to act. I am inclined to think that 
would be the more dignified course to follow.

NEARLY BEVERY NAVAL VESSEL FAULTY 


Uncle Sam's Warships Must Be Recen- 
atructed at Great Expense~Where 
the Trouble Lies. 


New York, Jan. 27.—[Special.]—Nearly ev- 
ery vessel in the United States navy has been 
found to be not only in a weakened, but a 
dangerous condition. This is because of 
faulty construction, the full knowledge of 


which has just been brought before the Navy 


Department. Aga consequence the majority 
of the vessels of the service now in com- 
mission will be altered at a cost that will 
reach into the hundreds of thousands. 
Most of the larger vessels are fitted with 
bowe for ramming purposes. Besides this 
torpedo outfits have been placed in the bows 
of most of these vessels. The construction 
of the torpedo tubes materially affects the 
ramming power of the vessels. The tubes 
have been found to be practically useless, 
as well as dangerous to theshipa Vessels 
going at a high rate of speed and firing a tor- 
pedo from the bow tube are likely to run 
near or over the torpedo, and thus jeopar- 
dize their safety. The tubes are made of a 
composite metal, and dre brittle. Ih ram- 


| ming the tubes would in all probability be 


ved. Should a torpedo be in place 

when the vessel rammed another the dis- 

oa of the torpedo would result disas- 
ously. 

An order has been issue@ by the Navy De- 
partment to have the bow torpedo outfite 
of all the vessels removed. 

The first of the larger vessels to be al- | 
tered is the battleship Massachusetta, now 
undergoing repairs at the Brooklyn na 
yard. She has been at the yard for sev
